Minnesota to Mandate 20 Percent Biodiesel Blend by 2015

Governor Tim Pawlenty signed a bill on Monday increasing the amount of biodiesel to be blended in diesel fuel.
The mandate will increase the current blend leve of 2 percent biofuel to 20 percent by 2015. The plan will phasein
B5 (5% biodiesal) by May 2009; B10 by May 2012 and B20 by May 2015. The plan includes an approval process
for each blend increase to ensure adequate supplies. A key concern surrounding the use of B20 isits poor storage
stability. B20 stored for a short period of time (one to three weeks) goes off-spec, becomes discolored and in some

casesforms a particulate. Asaresult, the U.S. military bans the use or storage of any biodiesel blend for tactical
military vehicles or vessels reserved for wartime use.
